Conforonoo, Soptombjor 1997- jEWzyme therapy has typically been based on 
supplementation with large amounts of prcjtease frorji different categories of proteolytic enzymes 
and these have included acid or carboxyl peptidases, peptidases with both endo- and exo-peptidase 
activity, and serine, cysteine and zinc protases. M<ire; recently (following tho work of Pangbom 
and Rimland), exogenic DDPIV from arrival (usually- cow or pig) and plant sources has been 
utilized (see-Fej Kidaoo Enzymo Digostivo jAid Projofr. j by Pangbom, J„ publish e d at tho Auti s m 
Rosoaroh Inotitutii's 3** Annual Dofoat Autjom Nowl j Cdnforonoo, Soptombor 1P97 . While enzyme 
therapy has had limited success, it is disadvantageous, amongst other reasons, in that many 
proteases, including DDPIV, are subotantiftlly brokeji down in the stomach and do not reach the
